wip n g o u t o f the Bu bo n ic p lag u e an d 
o ther g reat disco v eries

p ledg e n ev er to allo w an y thin g to 
leav e his han ds u n til it was p erfect. 
“On e day Bu rban k was retu rn in g 
fro m a n earby to wn o n fo o t when a 
clo u d o f du st ap p eared in the ro ad 
back o f him. 
He step p ed to the side 
to allo w it to blo w by .

it sto p p ed.

o n ru ral credits and also of the federal 
•co mmissio n on ru ral credits, ap p o inted 
by the p resident, p ro p o ses a natio nal 
ru ral banking sy stem. 
The bill p ro p o ses a sy stem o f local 
natio nal ru ral banks, o wned and o p er­ 
ated by farm ers; a state natio nal ru ral 
bank in each state to be o wned and co n­ 
tro lled by the lo cal banks as sto ckho ld­ 
ers, and the Natio nal Ru ral Bank of 
the United States in W ashing to n, to 
be o wned entirely by the state ru ral 
banks. 
To su p erv ise the p ro p o sed chain of 
banks there wo u ld be created in the 
treasu ry dep artm ent a div isio n of ru ral 
banking u nder the directio n of a “ru ral 
banking bo ard,” to co nsist of the sec­ 
retaries of the treasu ry , ag ricu ltu re 
and labo r. 
The div isio n wo u ld be u n­ 
der the immediate directio n of a “di­ 
recto r of ru ral banking ,” cho sen by the 
p resident. 
The p hief p u rp o se o f the banks 
wo u ld be to fu rnish mo ney to farm ers 
o n lo ng term farm bo nds o r no tes, se­ 
cu red by liens on farms at no t ex ceed­ 
ing 6 0 p er cent o f their assessed v alu e. 
Lo ans wou ld be secu red first by a 
lo cal bank, then by a state bank, and 
last by the Natio nal Ru ral Bank of the 
U nited States, and they wo u ld ru n 
fro m twenty to fifty y ears. 
The Na­ 
tio nal Ru ral bank is desig ned to hav e 
a cap ital and su rp lu s ex ceeding $100,- 
000,000, while the sto ck of each lo cal 
bank wo u ld be limited to $2,000,000. 
“Senato r Fletcher u rg es immediate co n­ 
sideratio n of the measu re by the bank­ 
ing co mmittee and its p assag e at the .

The statem ent of the Hu erta g ov ­ 
ernm ent assu ring the United States 
that ev ery thing p o ssible wou ld be do ne 
to p ro mo te the safety of Mr. Lind and 
to insu re his freedo m from anno y ance 
has g reatly reliev ed the fear which all 
adm inistratio n officials had entertain­ 
ed that the p resident's p erso nal rep re­ 
sentativ e mig ht co me to bo dily harm 
on his missio n. While the u ndeistand- 
ing with the Hu erta g o v ernment on 
this p o int is now on a mo re satisfac­ 
to ry basis, abso lu tely no enco u rag e­ 
ment has been held o u t that the p res­ 
ent g o v ernment in Mex ico will chang e 
its attitu de in reg ard to any p ro p o sals 
which this g o v ernment may make fo r 
mediatio n. When it co mes to a m atter 
of interference by the United States 
with the internal affairs of Mex ico, 
President Hu erta's stand seems to be 
abso lu tely u nco mp ro mising and u nal­ 
terable. 
While President Wilso n in his talk 
with the members of the senate fo r­ 
eig n relatio ns o o mmittee disclaimed 
any definite p lan fo r dealing with the 
Mex ican situ atio n, it became clearer 
what the p resident’s ho p es are and 
how he is lo o king fo rward to the p o s­ 
sibility of a fav o rable tu rn to affairs 
in Mex ico. The p resident has o nly o ne 
definite step in mmd at p resent, and 
that is the no tificatio n of the Hu erta 
g o v ernment that the United States is 
no t able to ex tend reco g nitio n to that 
g o v ernment. 
De pe nds on De v e lopme nts . 
President Wilso n to ld the members 
of the fo reig n relatio ns co mmittee that 
after that no tificatio n the co u rse o f the 
adm inistratio n wou ld entirely dep end 
u p o n fu tu re dev elo p ments. 
He ho p ed 
that an o p p o rtu nity wou ld p resent 
itself fo r the u nited States to p ro p erly 
su g g est that ho stilities cease and that 
electio ns be held, with p o ssibly the 
eliminatio n of Hu erta as a candidate. 
Altho u g h President Wilso n did no t say 
so, senato rs who attended the co nfer­ 
ence at the W hite Ho u se were co n­ 
v inced that he is lo o king fo rward to 
the effect that the no n-reco g nitio n of 
this g o v ernment will hav e u p o n Hu er­ 
ta’s effo rts to o btain financial assist­ 
ance. 
Henry Lane Wilso n and o ther stu ­ 
dents of the Mex ican situ atio n hav e 
co ntended all alo ng that the real dan­ 
g er to President H u erta lay in his in­ 
ability to o btain fu nds to finance his 
administratio n and his m ilitary o p era­ 
tio ns. 
They hav e g iv en it as their 
o p inio n that at this time the Hu erta 
g o v ernment is to ttering becau se o f its 
inability to g et financial relief. 
The 
failu re of the United States g o v ern­ 
ment to reco g nize Hu erta has been the 
so le o bstacle to the financing of his 
g o v ernment, and when the definite 
statem ent is made by the Wilso n ad­ 
m inistratio n it is believ ed that an in­ 
su rmo u ntable barrier will be raised to 
the o btaining by H u erta of any fu rther 
fu nds. 
The adm inistratio n ap p arently is 
co u nting u p o n Hu erta himself y ielding 
to the ex ig encies of the situ atio n when 
he finds that his last ho p e of financial 
su p p o rt has disap p eared. 
It is the 
g eneral belief here that this was what 
the p resident had in mind when he re­ 
ferred in a g eneral way to the ho p e 
that a chance mig ht p resent itself in 
the fu tu re fo r the o ffering o f a media­ 
tio n su g g estio n.

day so the children can play in them 
anytime.*’ 
Mr. Adrian said plants 
may 
be 
changed by men’s influence. He told 
of the hayseed professor who discov­ 
ered that we could be rid 
of 
the 
smut on oats by boiling them. 
He 
told of the discovery that lady bug* 
would kill the fungus that in fe ste d ! 
the muskmelons of a certain valltyj 
in California and 
how 
they 
wen* 
hauled in by the car loads every year 
for that purpose. 
He asked the crowd to go back! 
with him years ago when the grass­ 
hoppers killed all the vegatation in 
Kansas. 
He said there was a bov 
whose father was ruined who pledged 
•to get ever with the grasshopper. The 
boy studied diligently until, when lie 
was a man, he discovered one day 
that the bug from which the grass­ 
hopper comes starts with its head 
up and it can't turn over. 
He gave 
this message to Kansas. 
The fa r­ 
mers plowed 
their 
fallow 
ground' 
over each year, the bugs were turned 
over with their heads down and they 
went that way. 
This is the way the 
grasshopper plague was stopped in 
Kansas. It is true the grasshoppeds 
have been reappearing in the last two 
years, Mr. Adrian said, but that's 
because some farmers have neglected 
to ploy their fallow ground because 
of the drouths they have been having. 
Drought, the lecturer declared, was 
another enemy of plant life. He said 
he had noted the conditions in some 
states to the west of Indiana where 
many crops had been spoiled by the 
lack of rain. He declared this could 
have been avoided by dry farming. 
He cautioned that there may 
be a 
drought in Indiana some 
day 
and 
that the farmers should be ready for 
it. 
“We are in the seventh century in 
agriculture,” declared the 
speaker, 
“and the twentieth century in ma­ 
chinery. 
We are way behind in the 
teaching of it. 
You parents even, 
never take any 
interest 
in 
the 
schools your children 
attend. 
You 
turn out a colt in a pasture you have 
not seen for ten years ? Never. But 
you send your child to a school that 
you possibly never saw.” 
Mr. Adrian told the story of the 
teacher in southern Illinois who was 
trying to drum the ordinary Studies 
into his pupils when the question of 
rats arose suddenly one day. In less 
than a minute he had an answer for 
every one to the questions of how 
many hairs there 
were around 
a 
rat’s eye 
The next day eight dead 
rats and one live one 
appeared at 
school and they had a lesson on rats. 
It never appealed to any of the 
boys that the rat was their fathers’ 


boarder until the teacher made them 
see it ate liis corn and therefore was 
his boarder. 
This progressed into a 
corn judging contest. Two 
women 
appeared although all of the 
men 
had been invited. 
They 
took 
no 
more 
interest 
in 
the 
school. 
The 
parents 
of 
the 
boy 
who 
won the contest praised the teacher 
and the parents of the boy who had 
the smallest ear of corn condemned 
him and attempted to have him re­ 
moved. 
Y«u have seen that 
same 
spirit exhibited tin your own schools, 
commented Mjr. Adrian 
But the father of the losing boy 
didn’t have the teacher removed. The 
teachers convinced him how to grow 
better corn and the next 
year 
his 
son had the best ear. 
The 
teacher 
got so good that Iowa invited him 
over and he rode up and down the 
land on a special 
train 
preaching 
better corn until the corn crop of the 
Mississippi valley 
states 
was in­ 
creased a hundred millions bushels. 
Now this teacher is preaching al­ 
falfa. 
Plants may be changed by chang­ 
ing their environment, Mr. 
Adrian 
said. New qualities may also be in­ 
troduced, he said, so threes will be 
smaller and grow faster. He showed 
three chesnut trees six 
inches 
all 
which bore 37 chesnuts when nine 
months old. He showed specimen of 
walnut from a tree 
discovered 
by 
Burbank which attains its growth in 
sixteen y^ars. 
He said that 
they 
had been doing that thing in Germany 
200 years and that not every thing 
originated in the United States. 
He 
said the age of the seedless fruit was 
coming. 
There is already a seedless 
orange grown in California. 
“They have you believing out here, 
“he said a little later, “that it’s the 
soil and the sunshine out in Califor­ 
nia. How long are you going to be­ 
lieve it ? 
You have sunshine and soil 
just as good. 
But you can’t grow 
apples in 
weedy 
orchards. 
You 
have to care for them. In California 
they fill the teeth and cut the hair 
and the trees and keep on raking in 
the profit. 
And they pay $400 an 
acre for the land, too.” 
Mr. Adrian told of the spineless 
cacti which Burbank had produced 
how forty tons per acre 
had 
been 
harvested on a desert without any 
irrigation. 
The cacti, he said, can 
produce denatured alcohol and some 
time 
solve 
the gasoline 
problem. 
They also grow 
eatable 
fruit 
on 
them under Burbank’s magic 
hand. 
He gathered, Mr Adrian said, three- 
fourths of a ton off a square rod of 
cacti. 
Burbank also bred away the 
priekler on the rose and blackberry 
and produced the white blackberry, 
he said.

Dr. E. O. Gu errant, the missionary 
of the mou ntains, told the story of 
his endeav ors among tke mou ntain­ 
eers at the 
chau tau q u a 
Satu rday 
night. 
He institu ted the work and 
was q u alified to speak of its incep­ 
tion and progress. 
lie told many 
stories of the life, habit and cu stom 
and the people, of whom Ru sh cou n­ 
ty people know nothing. 
Dr. Gu errant declared these fou r 
million people in the mou ntains of 
the sou th to be the most misu nder­ 
stood people in the world. 
He said 
the general impression was that they 
were 
sav ages, bu t 
that only 
the 
Scotch highland 
blood sav ed them 
from being su ch. W hen he first be­ 
gan this work. Dr. Gu errant fou nd 
gray -haired people who had nev er 
seen a chu rch and who had nev er 
heard the Gospel 
preached so they 
cou ld u nderstand it. 
Their condition is not their fau lt, 
lie said, bu t their 
misfortu ne. 
He 
said they wou ld walk miles throu gh 
snow and water to attend chu rch. Dr. 
Gu errant 
ex tolled their 
race. 
He 
said the Highland blood gav e Abra­ 
ham Lincoln, Stonewall Jackson, the 
heroes of the Rev olu tion and eight 
presidents of the United States. 
He 
pointed ou t, too, that Christ and His 
disciples were mou ntain men. 
He declared they had no chu rches 
when he entered the field, first, be­ 
cau se they had no leader, and sec­ 
ondly , becau se they are poor. 
They 
don’t raise enou gh to eat, he said, 
and the best farm can be bou ght for 
,f9 0. 
In one 
cou nty . Dr. Gu errant 
started to 
raise money to 
bu ild a 
chu rch. The hat was passed and 56 
cents was 
contribu ted 
toward the 
chu rch, 50 of which was giv en by 
people who did not liv e there. 
Dr. Gu errant told of a family of 
twenty -eight which came to the front 
du ring a meeting he held. 
He re­ 
called another of elev en, with only 
one pair of shoes in the family . They 
belonged to the oldest girl, he said, 
who was prepared to “set ou t.” This 
means, he said, to entertain y ou ng 
men. 
He told of a preacher who stole 
pigs and was shot throu gh the head 
for it, as an ex ample of the kind of 
leaders the mou ntaineers had. 
He 
was the only preacher 
within forty 
miles. Dr. Gu errant said. The preach­ 
er laid off for two months and then 
began preaching again. 
The lectu rer said that they fou ght 
in clans, like the Scotch highlanders 
do. Many times whole families hav e 
been wiped ou t. 
He recalled 
that 
only recently the leading lawy er and 
leading preacher in a certain com­ 
mu nity had ap istol du el. 
Dr. Gu errant said the mou ntain­ 
eers are smart people, bu t they are 
not well informed. He said they be­ 
gan coming to his meetings in the 
mou ntain.^ at sev en in the morning 
and remained all day . 
He said he 
preached all day and then had to 
driv e them home at fou r in the after­ 
noon. 
He declared that it was in 
their blood to be religiou s, and that 
their blood was as pu re as any . 
To show how they u pheld the clan­ 
nish spirit and fight for the honor of 
the family , Dr. Gu errant told of one 
town, where there were twenty -one 
orphans whose fathers had been mu r­ 
dered. 
This mov ed him to attempt 
to establish an orphans’ home for 
mou ntaineers’ 
children, 
which 
he 
finally did. 
Dr. Gu errant said that fu nerals al­ 
way s lasted from Friday morning u n­ 
til Monday morning and were alway s 
festiv e occasions. 
The people come 
for miles arou nd, lie said, and the 
family whose member is dead, lias to 
feed them all. 
The fu nerals are al­ 
way s held in the fall, regardless of 
the time when the person died, be­ 
cau se food is alway s more plentifu l 
then. They a re held o n the mo unta in

cerning the water supply and fire 
protection. He represents his trea- 
tise to be a lion-partisan view. The 
article which follows should be of in- 
terest to every taxpayer iu Rush- 
rille: 


The city of Rushville is now face 


to face with two all-important ques- 
tions, not any more so than a year 
ago, 
or more than two years ago, 


but now, because the disastrous fire 
>f July 20th must serve as a lesson 
to those who have the welfare of the 
city at heart. To these, regardless 
of political faith or other influences, 
this articl is addressed for serious 
consideration, especially now on the 
eve of the council investigation, and 
attempts to point 
out 
and 
make 


clear the defects now existing and 
tbeir remedies, and is based upon a 
careful study and investigation of 
conditions, covering a" period of sev- 
eral months. 


The question of water supply may 


be taken up. and discussed first. Tho 
city water and light plant has been, 
and is, under the control of the po- 
litical party in power, which party 
selects a superintendent and the en- 
gineers and firemen under him, this 
selection seldom, if ever, made on a 
•bafeis of competency, along the lines 
of education, general ability or ex- 
perience, such as would be the case 
should a private corporation elect a 
superintendent to represent its in- 
terests in the management and tech- 
nical administration of the business. 
While we have had in recent years 
two good men for 'this position, the 
above statement still holds good. 


Further than this, if by chance, a 


Superintendent who is ably qualified 
is chosen by a party, his hands are 
oinpletely tied, so to speak, in the 
dministration of his duties by the 
''ity 
Council, either through its 


ater and Light Committee, or by 


supply 
for 
fire protection. 
The 


supply is, now obtained from a sys- 
tem of deep driven wells located 
within a radius of a mile ,from the 
plant, each delivering its quota of 
pure, fresh water for domestic pur- 
poses by being brought from 
these 


wells to the large reservoir at the 
plant and distributed from thence by 
the pumps through the city mains. 


Under efficient and capable man- 


agement and operation this system 
of fresh water supply for domestic 
purposes is, and will be for some 
time to come, entirely adequate, but 
it is not, and never will be adequate 
for both fire protection and domestic 
consumption except as detailed later 
in this article. The only solution by 
which the city can have such 
a 


quanity of water as would be -re- 
quired for both purposes is to install 
a nitration system, taking its supply 
of "raw" water from the river at 
some point northeast of the 
city. 


This method is expensive in first cost 
of installation and is not now neces- 
sary, as will be pointed out later in 
this article. 


Let us now take up the question 


of fire protection, so closely allied 
with the question of water supply— 
so closely allied in fact that it is 
difficult to separate them—and point 
out the defects of the present depart- 
ment. 


First comes the question again of 
'litical control of this branch of 


the city's activities. The fire chief is 
chosen- by the 
dominant political 


party, likewise his assistants, station 
men and volunteer force. Herein lies 
the first and one of the great defects 
of our present and past departments, 
because these men are chosen for 
other reasons than their previous ex- 
perience, physical ability, judgment 
or in short, all-round competency. 


Second the city's fire fightin< 


equipment is badly in need of repair 
and replenishing, especially as ^re- 
gards the quality of good hose on 
hand and the matter of good fire 
teams.

This fact has 
been fully demonstrated by several 
recent large fires and in fact, should 
there have been even a slight wine 
on the morning of the Masonic Tem- 
ple fire, even with a sufficient amounl 
of water on hand and good pressure 
the available amount of hose woult 
have been entirely 
insufficient 
to 


give ready and instant protection to 
property one block away in anj 
or all directions. This fact, as sta- 
ted before, has been 
fully demon- 


strated in several of our recent fires 
of any consequence, and likewise is 
fully proven by the city's call to In 
dianapolis for help on the morning 
of the Masonic Temple fire, Indiana 
polis replying that it was likewis* 
fighting a big fire and could not lem 
any assistance. 


Third, the personnel of the depart 


ment, with all due respe«t to severa 
efficient members, is 
not what i 


should be along the lines of physica 
ability, judgment or training and the 
writer will be borne out in this state- 
ment by any observant person who 
has ever attended a fire of any size 
in this city. 


In the fourth place the city has 


grown to such a size and spread over 
so much territory that the present 
fire house, were it well equipped, is 
very poorly located, as witnessed by 
the fact that the farthest possible 
run in one direction is only a little 
over three blocks, while in several 
others it is fully a mile or nvre.

Interest of Birds Rather Than 


Hunters Is Given First 


Consideration. 


IT, AST March a federal law was 


i I 
passed placing game and inigra- 


1 -( tory birds under the protection 


of the department of agricul- 


ture and authorizing that department 
to form and publish such regulations 
as would assure the desired prntuction. 
The department has issued Its rules 
and an explanation, so sportsmen need 
not go wrong. 


Preparation of the regulations was 


intrusted to a committee of members 
of the biological survey appointed by 
the acting secretary 
of asrk-ultiire 


March 21, 1013. This committee con- 
sists of" T. S. Palmer, assistant chief, 
chairman; A. K. Fisher, iu charge of 
economic investigations. au<l W. W. 
Cooke. migratory expert. 
This com- 


mittee went into the matter thorough- 
ly, examined data on file, had maps 
prepared, collected special information 
and then made up their r'tries. which 
they duly reported to the secretary. 


The committee went on the ttieory 


that regulatory laws heretofore enact- 
ed for the protection of game birds 
had provided long open seasons and 
had been favorable to hunters rather 
.than to the birds. 
In the rules pro- 


posed the committee sought to reduce 
the open season to reasonable limits 
and to give the birds the benefit of the 
doubt These regulations differ from 
the ordinary restrictions under state 
laws, since they take into considera- 
tion the entire range of the species anQ 
the condition of" the birds at all times 
of the year, and not merely the local 
conditions when a certain species is 
most abundant in some particular 
state or region. 
The regulations will 


become operative on and after Oct. 1. 
1913. 


i 
Birds Protected. 


Regulation 1.—F»r the purpose of the 


regulations the following are consid- 
ered migratory game birds: 


(a) Anatidae or waterfowl, including 


brant, wild ducks, geese and swaus. 


(b) Gruidae or cranes, including little 


brown, sandhill and whooping cranes. 


(c) Rallidae or rails, including coots, 


gallinules and sora and other Kails. 


(d) lamicolae or shore birds, includ- 


ing avocets, curlew, dowitcbere. gold- 
wits, knots, oyster catchers, phala- 
ropes, plover, sandpipers, snipe, stilts, 
surf birds, turnstones. willet. wood- 
cock and yellow legs. 


(e) Columbidae or pigeons including 


doves and wild pigeons. 
i TTor the pnrposes~of these regulations 
the following shall be considered mi- 
gratory insectivorous birds: 


(f) Bobolinks, catbirds, chickadees, 


cuckoos, flycatchers, grosbeaks, bum- 
ming birds, kinglets, martins, meadow 
larks, night hawks or bull bats, nut- 
hatches, orioles, robins, shrikes, swal- 
lows, swifts, tanagers, titmice, thrush- 
es, vircos, warblers, warwings. whip- 
poorwills, woodpeckers and wrens and 
all other perching birds which feed 
entirely or chiefly on insects. 


Closed Seasons at Night. 


Regulation 2.—A daily closed season 


on all migratory game and insectiv- 
orous birds shall extend from sunset 
to sunrise. 


Regulation 3.—-A closed season or. 


migratory insectivorous birds 
shall 


continue to Dec. 31. 1913, and each 
year thereafter shall begin Jan. 1 and 
continue to Dec. 31, both dates inclu 
sive. provided that nothing in thi-s 
regulation shall be construed to pre- 
vent the issue of permits for collecting 
such birds for scientific purposes in 
accordance with the laws and regula- 
tions in force in the respective states 
and territories and the District of 
Columbia, and provided further that 
the closed season on reedbirds or rice- 
birds in Delaware, Maryland, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Virginia and South 
Carolina shall begin Nov. l and end 
'Aug. 31 next folowing both dates in- 
clusive. 


Five Year Closed Season. 


Regulation 4.—A closed season shall 


continue until Sept. 1, 1918. on the 
following migratory game birds: Band 
tailed pigeons, little brown, sand hill 
and whooping cranes, swans, curlew 
and all shore birds, except the black 
breasted and golden plover.

or jack snipe, woodcock and the great- 
er and the lesser yellow legs. 


A closed season shall also continue 


until Sept 1. 1918. on the wood duck 
in Maine. New Hampshire. Vermont 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island,- Con- 
necticut, New York. New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania. Ohio. Indiana. Michigan. 
West Virginia and Wisconsin; on rail 
In California and . Vermont and on 
woodcock in Illinois and Missouri. 


Regulation 5.—A closed season shaH 


continue between Jan. 1 and Oct 31. 
both dates inclusive, of each year on 
all migratory birds passing over or at 
rest on any of the waters of the main 
•tream of the following navigable riv- 
ers: The Mississippi river between 
New Orleans and Minneapolis; the 
Ohio river between its mouth and 
Pittsburgh and the Missouri river be- 
tween its mouth and Blsmnrcfc. N. D.:

Utah—twenty-three states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


Aim of Statute. 


In carrying out the statutory re- 


quirement of "due regard to the zones 
of'temperature, breeding habits, times 
and line of migratory flight," the fol- 
lowing are some of theftnone important 
principles on which the regulations 
were based, according to the commit- 
tee: 


To Hmit the list of migratory game 


birds to species properly so called and 
to eliminate species too small to be 
considered legitimate game or too rare 
to be longer hunted for sport or profit. 
This list has been made to conform as 
closely as possible with the statutory 
definitions of game. 


To prevent spring shooting. 
To protect migratory birds between 


sunset and sunrise. 


To provide protected flight lines 


along at least three of the great navi- 
gable rivers. 


To make the seasons approximately 


equal in length in different parts of 
the country. 


To limit the hunting seasons to a 


maximum of three or three and one- 
half months. 


To regulate these seasons according 


to latitude and times of migration and 
to adjust them so that there may be 
reasonable opportunity 
of securing 


thirty days' shooting of any species at 
a "given place. 


To provide separate seasons for wa- 


terfowl, rail, shore birds and wood- 
cock. The woodcock seasons are made 
to conform as nearly as possible with 
the seasons for upland game undei 
state laws, so that there may be no 
opportunity in close seasons to hum: 
quail or grouse under the guise of 
shooting woodcock. 


To curtail hunting at the end instead 


of the beginning of the open season, 
in the interest of both the birds and 
the sportsmen. 


Effect of Regulations. 


The probable effect of these regula- 


tions may be briefly stated as follows: 


(1) Uniformity in protection of mi- 


gratory and insectivorous birds in the 
several states. 


(2) Protection of birds in spring 


while en route to their nesting grounds 
and while mating. 


(3) Uniformity in protection of mi- 


gratory birds at night 


(4) Establishment of protected mi- 


gration routes along tlwee great rivers 
in the central United States. 


(5) Complete protection for five years 


for the smaller shore birds and other 
species which have become greatly re- 
duced in numbers. 


(0) Reduction of the open season on 


migratory game birds, but in most 
cases not more than 25 to 50 per cent 


(T) No change in existing conditions 


before Oct. 1, 1913. 


Although the law names the more 


important game birds, a regulation de- 
fining groups is necessary to show defi- 
nitely the kinds of birds included un- 
der the terms "all other migratory 
game and insectivorous birds." In 
framing these definitions the statutory 
definitions of the various state laws 
have been followed as closely as possi- 
ble, in so far as they relate to migra- 
tory species; the birds have been ar- 
ranged in natural groups and the com- 
mon names adopted by the American 
ornithologists' union have been follow- 
ed when the birds have more than one 
common name, since H is obviously 
impracticable'' to include all tb» local 
names. 


Night Shooting. 


The regulation prohibiting night 


shooting Is Intended to bring about 
uniformity in provisions now in force 
in most states, protecting water fowl 
end other birds at night or within Cer- 
tain hoars between sunset and sunrise 
GO that the birds may be unmolested 
on their roosting grounds and may 
have time to feed after sunset or be- 
fore sunrise. It will make no change 
in existing law in about one-fourth of 
the states. It 'will make existing reg- 
ulations clearer in nine states. It will 
add an boor's -protection. ,motg or less, 
in the morning and evening in about 
one-fourth of the stales, and tt will 
reetilntp nlirht- shooting in fonrtpen 
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states wnien now aave no restrictions 
of JJiis kind. 


This regulation simply makes uni- 


form the protection 
now accorded 


these birds in more than forty stafes. 
It protects the robin, the lark and oth- 
er birds in the few states in which 
they suffer from jm open season. It 
attempts 110 change in existing regula- 
tions regarding the issue of permits 
for collecting birds for scientific pur- 
poses. 


Gives Greater Protection. 


A closed season for several years is 


provided in an effort to -harmonize the 
absolute protection already'given some 
birds in certain states, the demand for 
!vi- year closed seasons for shore birds 


;d t lie necessity for greater pnotec- 
ion for other birds which have been 
limited beyond the margin of safety. 
The protection accorded 'Woodcock, and 
rail is already existing law; that on 
swans has been made uniform through- 
out all the states und that of wood- 
cock extended from a few states in 
the northeast to most of the states in 
zone No. 1. east of the Mississippi elv- 
er. The only important additions are 
the additional protection given b:md- 
tailed pigeons in a few states and the 
closed season placed on avocets. cranes, 
curlew, godwits. killdecr. stilts, upland 
plover, willet and the smaller shore 
birds. 


The suspension for hunt-ing on the 


Ohio. Mississippi and Missouri rivers 
allows watepfowl a safe highway from 
their winter feeding grounds in the 
lower Mississippi valley to fheir nest- 
ing grounds in Minnesota and the I>a- 
kotas and forms a,u extended refuge 
which is easily defined and can be gen- 
erally recognized. 


Only Two Zones. 


More than fifty separate seasons for 


migratory birds were provided under 
statutes in force in 1-912. This multi- 
plicity of regulations or zones to suit 
special localities has apparently had 
anything but a beneficial effect on the 
abundance of game. The effort to pro- 
vide special seasons for each kind of 
game In each locality merely makes a 
chain of open seasons for migratory 
birds- and allows the continued destruc- 
tion of such birds from the beginning 
of the first season to the close of tfte 
last. It is believed that better results 
will follow the adoption of the fewest 
possible number of zones and so regu- 
lating the seasons in each as to include 
the time when such species Is in the 
best condition or at the maximum of 
abundance during the autumn. 


For this reason the country has been 


divided Into two zones as nearly equa' 
as possible, one to include the states 
in which rnijyatory game birds breed 
or would breed if given reasonable pro- 
tection, the other the states In which 
comparatively few species breed, but 
in which many winter. 
Within these 


zones tile seasons are fixed for the 
principal natural groups—waterfowls, 
rail, shore birds and woodcock. In no 
case does the zone boundary cross a 
state line, and except in rery rare 
cases the seasons are uniform through- 
out the states. 
Deviation from this 


rale leads ultimately to the recognition 
of a multiplicity of local seasons, 
which had clone so much to retard game 
protection. 


Seasons In Zone. 


Apparently few changes have been 


made in existing hunting seasons In 
zone No. 1 except in the elimination of 
spring shooting, and about half of the 
states in this zone now close the sea- 
son on water fowl by the middle of 
December or the first of January. In 
most states in this zone the hunting 
season begins on some date in Septem- 
ber, and these dates have generally 
been followed In the regulations. 
In 


two or three cases in which states 
have several different seasons for dif- 
ferent counties it has been necessary 
to effect a compromise either by adopt- 
ing one season or the dates which most 
nearly conform with the. seasons in 
adjoining states. A slight change In a 
few of the state laws would make it 
possible to eliminate most of the ex- 
ceptions and apparent IneqaaliUes in 
the seasons. 


In most cases the close seasons in 


zone No. 2 end on the same dates as 
the seasons under the state laws, but 
eliminate spring shooting after Jan. 
15. This avoids confusion In the open- 
ing of the hunting season and pro- 
vides shooting in the autumn or early 
winter, when the birds are in the best 
condition. In four states—Maryland. 
Virginia. North Carolina and South 
Carolina—the seasons for water fowl 
do not open until Nov. 1, and the sea- 
son is consequently extended to Feb. 1 
The difference of fifteen days in the 
length of the season in these states as 
compared with tne seasons elsewhere 
Is more than offset by the fact that the 
birds are present practically through- 
out the open season, whereas in the 
northern zone and in some states in 
the southern zone they are prasent 
only part of the time. 


Provides For Hearings. 


The object of bearings is to afford 


persons interested an opportunity to 
present evidence showing the neces- 
sity for readjustment of some of the 
seasons BO as to adapt them better to 
local conditions and to submit new 
data regarding local abundance of 
bfrds and times of migration. The de- 
partment already baa ample informa- 
tion regarding the seasons provided 
under existing laws and the changes 
which have been made from time to 
time. The desire to have the hunting 
seasons as long as possible is natural, 
but as such seasons hove-heretofore 
been too long the question la merely 
one of adjustment within certaln'max- 
imum limits. 


Consequently, if the birds are to be 


restored, some .curtailment qf the sea- 
son in each state is essentidL In soch 
an effort general welfare should take 
precedfflve ovpr private infrrpsts:

ed him with a club. 
Sandford stag- 


gered away and dishappeared into a 
nearby cornfield. 


By this time the whole neighborhood 


was aroused. 
A number of farmers 


soon appeared and began a search for 
Sandford. 
They found him with a 


large gash cut in his neck.

System of Local National Rural 


Banks Proposed, 


"Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—A 


njill introduced by Senator Fletcher, 
•chairman of the American commission 
•on rural credits and also of the federal 
•commission on rural credits, appointed 
"by the president, proposes a national 
Tural tanking system. 


The bill proposes a system of local 


national rural banks, owned and oper- 
.ated by farmers; a state national rural 
'bank in each state to be owned and con- 
•trolled by the local banks as stockhold- 
ers, and the National Rural Bank of 
the United States in Washington, to 
oe owned entirely by the state rural 
'.banks. 


To supervise the proposed chain of 


'banks there would be created in the 
^treasury department a division of rural 
banking under the direction of a "rural 
'banking board," to consist of the sec- 
retaries of the treasury, agriculture 
:and labor. The division would be un- 
•der the immediate direction of a "di- 
rector of rural banking," chosen by the 
president. 


The phief purpose of the banks 


•would be to furnish money to farmers 
on long term farm bonds or notes, se- 
cured by liens on farms at not exceed- 
ing GO per cent of their assessed value. 


Loans would be secured first by-a 


local bank, then by a state bank, and 
last by the National Rural Bank of the 
"United States, and they would run 
from twenty to fifty years. The Na- 
tional Rural bank is designed to have 
a capital and surplus exceeding $100,- 
"OOO.OOO, while the stock of each local 
l>ank would be limited to $2,000,000. 
•Senator Fletcher urges immediate con- 
sideration of the measure by the bank- 
ing committee and its passage at the 
special session of congress. 


FLOOD CLAIMS THOUSANDS 


-Devastation Follows Collapse of River 


Banks in India.

Jury Acquits Poeteea, 


Agen, France, Aug. 12.—Mme. Alice

murder of Abbe Chassalng. a priest, 
on Jan. 19 last, has been going on he?e 
for several days, was acquitted by the 
jury. 


That the Special Emissary to Troubled 


Republic Has Nothing to Fear, Is 
the Assurance Conveyed to President 
Wilson by the Acting President of 
Mexico, Who Denies Alarmist Ru- 
mors From Mexican Capital. 


Mexico City, Aug. 11.—Ex-Governor 


Lind, President Wilson's personal rep- 
resentative, and Mrs. Lind and Dr. 
William Bayard Hale, who has been in 
Mexico for some titme studying condi- 
tions on behalf of President Wilson, 
reached Mexico City about S o'clock 
last evening. There was no disorder. 


Washington, Aug. 11.—A distinct 


clearing of the atmosphere has been 
noted in WasJiinsrton as regards the 
personal safety cf John Lind, the pres- 
ident's special emissary to Mexico, but 
no developments that indicate any sat- 
isfactory progress toward the realiza- 
tion of the Wilsen administration's 
hope for a peacefnl settlement cf the 
difficulties in the southern republic. 


The statement of the Huerta gov- 


ernment assuring the United States 
that everything possible would be done 
to promote the safety of Mr. Lind and 
to insure his freedom from anaoyap.ee 
has greatly relieved the fear which all 
administration officials had entertain- 
ed that the president's personal repre- 
sentative might come to bodily harm 
on his mission. While the understand- 
ing with the Huerta government on 
this point is now on a more satisfac- 
tory basis, absolutely no encourage- 
ment has been held out that the pres- 
ent government in Mexico will change 
its attitude in regard to any proposals 
which this government may make for 
mediation. When it comes to a matter 
of interference by the United States 
with the internal affairs of Mexico, 
President Huerta's stand seems to be 
absolutely uncompromising and unal- 
terable. 


While President Wilson in his talk 


with the members of the senate for- 
eign relations committee disclaimed 
any definite plan for dealing with the 
Mexican situation, it became clearer 
what the president's hopes are and 
how he is looking forward to the pos- 
sibility of a favorable turn to affairs 
In Mexico. The president has only one 
definite step in mmd at present, and 
that is the notification of the Huerta 
government that the United States is 
not able to extend recognition to that 
government. 


Depends on Developments. 


President Wilson told the members 


of the foreign relations committee that 
after that notification the course of the 
administration would entirely depend 
upon future developments. He hoped 
that an opportunity would present 
Itself for the united States to properly 
suggest that hostilities cease and that 
elections be held, with possibly the 
elimination of Huerta as a candidate. 
Although President Wilson did not say 
so, senators who attended the confer- 
ence at the White House were con- 
vinced that he is looking forward to 
the effect that the non-recognition of 
this government will have upon Huer- 
ta's efforts to obtain financial assist- 
ance. 


Henry Lane Wilson and other stu- 


dents of the Mexican situation have 
contended all along that the real dan- 
ger to President Huerta lay in his in- 
ability to obtain funds to finance his 
administration and his military opera- 
tions. They have given it as their 
opinion that at this time the Huerta 
government is tottering because of its 
inability to get financial relief. The 
failure of the United States govern- 
ment to recognize Huerta has been the 
sole obstacle to the financing of his 
government, and when the definite 
statement is made by the Wilson ad- 
ministration it is believed that an in- 
surr^ountable barrier will be raised to 
the~obtaining by Huerta of any further 
funds. 


The administration apparently is 


counting upon Huerta himself yielding 
to the exigencies of the situation when 
he finds that his last hope of financial 
support has disappeared. 
It is the 


general belief here that this was what 
the president had in mind when he re- 
ferred in a general way to the hope 
that a chance might present itself in 
the future for the offering of a media- 
tion suggestion.

PHILADELPHIA IN THE 


PATH OF BIG STORM 


Every Frail Or Weak House 


Fell Before Gait. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 11.—rDevastat!on, 


death and tremendous property loss 
Is left in the wake of the worst storm 
in years which struck Philadelphia 
and the surrounding country late Sun- 
day afternoon. 
Every frail or weak 


house fell in the path of the sixiy-mile- 
an-hour gale. 


The worst accident reported was in 


Fairmount park, where a pavillion col- 
lapsed, catching at least 200 persons in 
the ruins. 
They had taken refuge 


from the storm in the pavillion. A 
baby is dead and fifteen injured per- 
sons are in the local hospitals. More 
than 100 less badly injured managed 
to drag themselves to their homes. 
Only the fact that the pavillion was of 
light construction prevented a terrible 
catastrophe.

fire hydrants be prepared for instant 
use and more be installed. 


There are many other sensible sug- 


gestions that are worthy of consid- 
eration: 
The letter 
writer thinks 


that the present fire team is unable 
to do the work required of a fire 
team,, and. that it be sold and two 
teams' ptirchasefd'>to haul the engine 
and t^e-;li(Bse wagon. He also be- 
lieves that the local hose supply is 
wholiy^iKadequate. With all due re- 
speet tcKlpreSent members, he feels 
that^ the present fire department is 
nottiffleieat. :•>•'. 


On the whole the contribution is 


worthy the very careful considera- 
tion of every taxpayer. 
There is 


little doubt-but that the city of Rush- 
ville is constantly in danger of being 
swept away by fire, judging from the 
performance at the Masonic block 
fire. 


It is very apparent that improve- 


ment will have to be made else there 
is grave danger of a very high insur- 
ance rate being placed on Rushville 
property.

tune when immediate and 
efficient 


action is necessary. 


Thus far in this article we have 


pointed out the defects in our sys- 
tem of water supply and our.fi.re de- 
partment and now we may turn to 
the solutions of the two 
problems 


and we say advisedly, that 
these 


remedies are entirely economical, if 
only from the standpoint of greatly 
reduced insurance rates and the sat- 
isfaction of a feeling of security when 
our business, our property, and even 
our lives are at stake. 


First, choose in some non-partisan 


way for the position of superintend- 
ent of the water and light plant, a 
man who has proven himself honest, 
capable and efficient and let him be 
unhampered in his work by the theor- 
ies and petty influences of any city 
official or committees of the council, 
or if advised he .must be, let it be 
done in a real advisory capacity and 
by men who are capable of advising 
by reason of technical training,experi- 
euce and education and actuated by 
a spirit of public welfare. 


As stated before, the only possible 


solution for obtaining a water supply 
adequate for both domestic supply 
and fire protection is to install a fil- 
tration system at some point on the 
river above the city, but as pointed 
out before, this is totally unneces- 
sary a* this time for reasons to be 
given later. 


In the second place, regarding the 


question of fire fighting equipment, 
the city should at once purchase at 
least 2500 feet of good hose and dis'i 
pose of the present fire team, entirely 
unfit for duty, in every requirement, 
and purchase two good teams, one 
for the hose and ladder truck and 
another for taking one of the fire en- 
gines out in response to every fire 
alarm. 
Some will immediately say, 


especially those who are entirely un- 
acquainted with the cold facts and 
whose opinions are based only upon 
hearsay information 
and 
theories, 


that this would be an useless waste 
of the city's money, but careful and 
intelligent 
investigation 
will 
not 


prove any such assertion. 


The city should erect 
at 
some 


point, way three or four blocks above 
the C. II. & D. railroad, as nearly as- 
possible in the center of the city 
East and West, on some cross .street, 
a new fire station capable of housing 
the equipment, now on hand, consist- 
ing of two good engines, one hose 
and ladder truck in good repair, one 
hook and ladder truck, which with 
little expense could be made service- 
able, two good fire teams, quarters 
for four "paid" regular station men 
and such other apparatus or addi- 
tional hose, etc., as is badly needed. 


A fire chief, competent in every 


way, should then be chosen, together 
with three assistants, 
capable of 


acting as drivers, hose men and en- 
gineer, to man the central fire sta- 
tion. These men should be paid such 
salaries as would wan-ant their com- 
stant service and best efforts in the 
maintenance of the house and equip- 
ment and in the duties which they 
would be required to perform at fires. 


The city now has, scattered around 


m various places, several fire wells 
and cisterns, some good, some use- 
less, but of none of these is there 
any record of location, capacity or 
availability for ready and instant 
use kept at fire headquarters. These 
should all be tested, new ones built 
at advantageous points to be later 
determined, and a complete record of 
their location, capacity and present 
availability made and posted in fire 
headquarters for instant 
consulta- 


tion, and all these points checked up 
and recorded by a chart system at 
least once a month, by one 'of the 
"house" men. 
• ; • • 


- We now come to the question of the" 
relation of the water supply to fire 


i, which may be snmrned np 


iefly in the following way, viz: The 
'esent system -of ! domesti<K~%ater 


supply, entirely adequate under ca- 
pable management, can be used as 
formerly, but the water from the city 
mains, "under pressure" for fires 
should not be used, as too much is 
wasted at fires by.poor judgment on 
the part of the men in, charge of the 
hose lines. For economical opera- 
tion, the old fire cisterns and the new 
ones to be built as above referred tp> 
should be filled and kept filled::ftom 


.s~ Tniefl 
•to 


the adjacent fire hydrants. 
Then 


upon an alarm the department pro- 
ceeds to the fire and'goes 
through 


the following operations: 


The engine is set up over one of 


the fire cisterns, which has been filled 
from the city mains, lines of hose are; 
then laid by the hose wagon from the 
engine to the blaze, two short sec- 
tions of hose connected to the fire, 
hydrants. 
This method is followed 


in all progressive cities and has this 
fololwing advantages: 


First the .city water 
and light 


plant is not called on to 
perform 


what is termed technically "raised 
fire pressure" because "ordinary" 
pressure, carried regularly in 
th'e 


city mains, will keep the fire engine 
supplied, drawing from a fire cistern 
filled with city water which it will de- 
liver to the fire, through two 1 "or 
1%" nozzles This results in a great- 
saving of the pure domestic water, 
saves fuel consumption at the plant, 
saves breaks in mains and house 
pipes due to sudden increased pres- 
sure, and' does not stiiNhe water in 
the maius, leaving same in a bad con, 
dition for several days following a 
fire. 


In the second plate, for illustra- 


tion, consider the fire engine and its- 
equipment as an individual 
water 


plant furnishing fire pressure. On 
the one hand when a fire alarm is 
sounded a great rush takes place at 
the city plant to raise steam pres- 
sure for the boilers, to run the pumps 
to produce the uecesary fire pressure 
and to run the air compressor, which 
lifts the water from'the deep wells 
into the reservoir for distribution by 
the pumps 
Granting that all goes 


well during this time, let us look at 
the conditions as they really exist. 
A fire breaks out at some point up 
the hill on Main Street. Steam 
pressure is raised in the boilers and 
pumping begins up hill, say at 
a 


point one-half mile from the plant. 
Wafer pressure of 90 pounds is rais- 
ed at the pumps and is started 
through the mains to the fire, a half 
mile or more away and by the time 
it reaches its destination is reduced, 
say to 05 pounds or less, which re- 
duction is very serious because it is 
a well-known fact that "pleasure" is 
as necessary in fighting a fire as the 
"volume" of water delivered. These 
are the conditions exactly as they 
exist when city pressure is used for 
fires. 


Now consider the 
other water 


plant, namely the fire engine set up 
at a fife ready for operation. Instead 
of being a half mile or more from 
the fire, the engine is pumping direct- 
ly from a cistern, kept filled from the 
city mains under "ordinary" pressure 
and within one-half block from the 
fire with the following results: 


Steam pressure of 110 pounds is 


quickly raised and maintained in the 
boiler of the engine and develops in 
the double-acting pumps or the en- 
gine, a water pressure nearly twice 
as much as can be had at the city 
plant and delivers through two' large 
nozzles only a half block from the 
engine, a pressure of say 90 to 100 
pounds, in addition to a volume of 
about 800 gallons per minute, at thai- 
pressure, which if properly applied 
not only drowns the blaze but the im- 
pact is such, that it literally tears 
apart 
the mass of material iu 


which the fire has 
taken 
hold, 


scattering it over a wide range and 
making it comparatively easy to ex- 
tinguish by "flooding," with ordinary 
pressure. 


To grasp the importance and feas- 


ibility of this plan is only necessary 
for the reader to think over the con- 
ditions as they existed during the re- 
cent Masonic Temple fire and imagine 
the latter scheme applied to same. 


In conclusion, let us say that this 


article is in no way inspired by any 
motives other than a spirit of help- 
ful suggestion and, while pointing out 
the defects, at the same time points 
out simple and inexpensive remedies 
for the inefficient conditions.as they 
now exist, enfailing on all citizens 
high insurance rates; wasteful use 
of money and equipment belonging to 
the city, and grave danger to all 
from a fire of any size which may 
take place. 
These, defects, and the 


solntioa of same a^e hereby brought 
to your earnest consideration and arl 
not based .upon guess-work or theory^ 
but are net results of earef^investi- 
gation and study, first hand, of con- 
ditions as they now exist. 
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Quayle characterized this 
as 
the 


'greatest thing ever done for a demo- 
cracy by any individual in all times. 
;The lecturer alluded to the manv pe- 
culiarities of Napoleon.

parte," said Bishop Quayle, "were 
the crimes of democracy.

snow caused Napoleon to lose the 
Russian campaign and onions and a 
ravine caused him to be defeated at 
Waterloo. 
Remember, 
democracy 


Bishop Quayle said dramatically, .you 
must reckon with God. 


"May God neyer have to take this 


greatest democracy in hand and 
teach it that. He rules the earth," 
concluded Bishop Quayle. 


In the afternoon lecture, Bishop 


Quayle pointed out that the 'book of 
Job was from some unknown hand 
unknown soul, yet if this dead voice 
had had its forum, generations would 
have lauded it. Even now, he added, 
it is the sublimest piece of literature. 


Bishop Quayle said John was a 


man who was too big to lose faith in 
God, even though he lost all he had 
and then suffered with boils. He was 
so prosperous, 
Bishop 
Quayle de- 


clared, that, had he lived today, he 
would have been written up in the 
magazines. 


"Today," he commented," if a man 


is prosperous, the final judge decides 
he is a grafter and writes him up in 
the 
magazine. 
Fortunately 
we 


preachers never have any money and 
are therefore never prosperous, so 
we are never written up in 'Nobody's' 
magazine. 


"Job's wife cursed God. This is 


the unplsasant thing in the book. Wo- 
man is the-:greatest friend God ever 
coneeivgd^or man in trouble. Job's 
wife was no relative of mine) but ! 
,must_say. a good word fqvjier. I be- 
lieye~sn'e""was insane.'' : " 


Bishop. Quayle spoke of the three 


friends of Job who came to him and 
said nothing. The lecturer said what 
friends they were and how friends of 
this day are appreciated if they come 
in times of trouble and say simply 
nothing. But when the friends did 
say something, they declared 
Job 


was a hypocrite. This aroused Bish- 
op Quayle to comment on the condi- 
tions of today. He said that thera 
were lots of inconsistent people in 
the church, but very few hypocrites. 


But Job still had 
faith in God. 


Bishop Qunyle said he always in- 
sisted in- his ministry that God was 
not a bringer of calamity. He sus- 


tains. Job 
calamity, the lecturer "said/3-ani 
thought he was heaping fire on his- 
burns, when God' would speak with 
him, but Job was convinced after her 
had words with God that He was for- 
him. Prosperity finally came to Job, 
the lecturer declared, because he per- 
severed.

Mr. Adrian said plants may be 


changed by men's influence. He told 
of the hayseed profegsor who discov- 
ered that we could be rid of 
the 


srnut on oats by boiling them. He 
told of the discovery that lady bugs- 
would kill the fungus that infested' 
the muskmelons of a certain valley 
in California and 
how 
they 
were' 


hauled in by the car loads every yrar 
for that purpose. 


He asked the crowd to go back 


with him years ago when the grass- 
hoppers killed all the vegatation in 
Kansas. 
He said there was a boy 


whose father was mined who pledged 
to get ever with the grasshopper. The 
boy studied diligently until, when he 
was a man, he discovered one day 
that the bug from which the grass- 
hopper comes starts with its head 
up and it can't turn over. He gave 
this message to Kansas. 
The far- 


mers plo-wed their fallow 
ground 


over each year, the bugs were turned \ 
over with their heads down and they 
went that way. This is the way the 
grasshopper plague was stopped in 
Kansas. It is true the grasshoppeds 
have been reappearing in the last two 
years, Mr. Adrian said, but that's 
because some farmers have neglected 
to ploy their fallow ground because 
of the drouths they have been having. 


Drought, the lecturer declared, was 


another enemy of plant life. He said 
he hud noted the conditions in some 
states to the west of Indiana -where 
many crops 'had been spoiled by the; 
lack of rain. He declared this could 
have been avoided by dry farming. 
He cautioned that there may be a 
drought in Indiana some day and 
that the farmers should be reaJy for 
it. 


"We are in the seventh century in 


agriculture," declared the speaker, 
"and the twentieth century in ma- 
chinery. We are way behind in tbe 
teaching of it. 
You parents even

attend. You 


turn out a colt in a pasture you have 
not seen for ten years 1 Never.

teacher in southern Uliriois -who -Was 
trying to drum the ordinary: studies 
into his pupils when the question of 
rats arose suddenly one day. - In less 
than a minute he had an answer for 
every one to the questions of how 
many hairs there were around 
a 


rat's eye The nest day eight dead 
rats and one live one appeared at 
school and they had a lesson on rats. 


It never appealed to any of the 


boys that the rat was their fathers' 


hoarder until the teacher made them 
see; it ate bis corn and therefore was 
his boarder. This progressed into a 
corn judging contest. Two women 
appeared although all of the

better corn until the corn crop of the 
Mississippi valley 
states 
was in- 


creased a hundred millions bushels. 
Now this teacher is preaching al- 
falfa. 


Plants may be changed by chang- 


ing their environment, Mr. 
Adrian 


said. New qualities may also be in- 
troduced, he said, so threes will be 
smaller and grow faster. He showed 
.three chesnut trees six 
inches all 


which bore 37 chesnuts when nine 
months old. He showed specimen of 
walnut from a tree 
discovered by 


Burbank which attains its growth in 
sixteen ye'ars. He said that 
they 


had been doing that thing in Germany 
200 years and that not every thing 
originated in the United States. He 
said the age of the seedless fruit was 
coming. There is already a seedless 
orange grown in California. 


"They have yon believing out here, 


"he said a little later, "that it's the 
soil and the sunshine out in Califor- 
nia. How long are you going to be- 
lieve it? 
You have sunshine and soil 


just as good. But you can't grow 
apples in weedy orchards. 
You 


have to care for them. In California 
they fill the teeth and cut the hair 
and the trees and keep on raking in 
the profit. And they pay $400 an 
acre for the land, too." 


Mr. Adrian told of the spineless 


cacti which Burbank had produced 
how forty tons pel' acre had 
been 


harvested on a desert without any 
irrigation. 
The cacti, he said, can 


produce denatured.alcohol and some 
time 
solve the gasoline problem. 


They also grow 
eatable fruit 
on 


them under Burbank's magic hand. 
He gathered, Mr Adrian said, three- 
fourths of a ton off a square^ rod of 
cacti. Burbank also bred away the 
priekler on the rose and blackberry 
and produced the white blackberry, 
be said.

REFUGEES PLEADING FOR AID 


In Ordering the Tacoma South Secre- 


tary Daniels Desired It to Be Known 
That His Action Was Not Part of a 
Plan to Mobilize the Pacific Fleet, 
but Simply For Purpose of Acceler- 
ating Departure of Americans. 


Washington, Aug. 11.—Secretary of 


the Navy Daniels has ordered the crui- 
ser Tacoma to proceed to Mexican 
waters to co-operate with vessels al- 
ready there, in the work of assisting 
American refugees to escape from the 
sections of Mexico where hostilities 
are in progress or threatened. Admir- 
al Fletcher in command of the battle- 
ship Louisiana at Yera Cruz, cabled 
that there was need of a lighter ves- 
sel than the battleships now stationed 
off the Mexican coast-to be used at 
ports where the harbors are not deep 
enough to permit the entrance of big 
war vessels: 


Secretary Daniels desired It to be 


known that his action in ordering the 
Tacoma to Mexican waters was not 
part of a plan for mobilizing the Pa- 
cific fleet, but was simply for the pur- 
pose of accelerating the departure of 
Americans who had reached ports not 
accessible to battleships.

Sulzer has Issued a statement in ex- 
planation of his campaign contribu- 
tions, carrying a general denial of the 
charges made by the Frawley legisla- 
tive committee. 


The legislature will meet tonight 


and all members have been notified to 
be present It is expected the Frawley 
committee will present a report which 
will set in motion the machinery for 
the impeachment of the governor. If 
such action is taken the .matter will be 
presented to the assembly, the body 
which formulates the impeachment. ' 


A committee will consider 
any 


charges and a proposed impeachment 
must have the votes of a majority of 
the assembly before it can be laid be- 
fore the senate and the court of ap- 
peals, which sit as a court of impeach- 
ment. 


Removal by Impeachment requires 


the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present. Governor Sulzer is 
said to have ootained counsel. Intense 
interest in the outcome of the situa- 
tion was manifested about the capital 
today. There was a suggestion that 
the governor might avoid action by the 
legislature 
by resigning, 
but 
his 


friends asserted that he had no such 
intention.

of the mountains, told the story of 
us endeavors among the mountain- 
eers at the chautauqua 
Saturday 


ight. 
He instituted the work and 


was qualified to speak of its incep- 
ion and progress. 
He told many 


stories of the life, habit and custom 
and the people, of whom Rush coun- 
v people kuow nothing. 


Dr. Guerrant declared these foul- 


million people in the mountains of 
he south to be the most misunder- 
stood people in the world. He said 
,he general impression was that they 
were 
savages, but 
that only 
the 


Scotch highland blood saved them 
:rom being such. When he first be- 
gan . this work. Dr. Guerrant found 
gray-haired people who had never 
seen a church and who had never 
icard the Gospel preached so they 
could understand it. 


Their condition is not their fault, 


lie said, but their 
misfortune. He 


said they would walk miles through 
snow and water to attend church. Dr. 
Guerrant 
extolled their race. 
He 


said the Highland blood gave Abra- 
ham Lincoln. Stonewall Jackson, the 
lieroes of the Revolution and eight 
presidents of the United States. He 
pointed out, too. that Christ and His 
disciples were mountain men. 


He declared they had no churches 


when he entered the field, first, be- 
cause they had no leader, and sec- 
ondly, because they are poor. They 
don't raise enough to eat, he said 
and the best farm can be bought for 
.•J90. 
In one 
county, Dr. Guerrant 


started to raise money to build a 
church. The hat was passed and 50 
cents was contributed 
toward the 


church, 50 of which was given bj 
people who did not live there. 


Dr. Guerrant told of a family oJ 


twenty-eight which came to the fronl 
during a meeting he held. 
He re- 


called another of eleven, with onlj 
one pair of shoes in the family. Thej 
belonged to the oldest girl, he said 
who was prepared to "set out." This 
means, he said, to entertain young 
men. 


He told of a preacher who stol 


pigs and was shot through the heac 
for it, as an example of the kind o: 
leaders the mountaineers had. PI 
was the only preacher 
within fortj 


miles. Dr. Guerrant said. The preach 
er laid off for two months and then 
began preaching again. 


The lecturer said that they fough 


in clans, like the Scotch Highlanders 
do. Many times whole families have 
been wiped out. He recalled 
tha 


only recently the leading lawyer anc 
leading preacher in a certain com 
muuity had ap istol duel. 


Dr. Guerrant said the mountain 


eers are smart people, but they are 
not well informed. He said they be 
gan coming to his meetings in th 
mountain^ at seven in the morning 
and remained all day. 
He said h< 


preached all day and then had ti 
drive them home at four in the after 
noon. He declared that it -was in 
their blood to be religious, and tha 
their blood was as pure as any. 


To show how they upheld the clan 


nish spirit and fight for the honor q 
the family, Dr. Guerrant told of on 
town, -where there were twenty-on 
orphans whose fathers had been mur 
dered. 
This moved him to attemp 


to establish an orphans' home fo 
mountaineers' children, 
wHieH h 


finally did. 


Dr. Guerrant said that funerals al 


ways lasted from Friday morning un 
til Monday morning and were always 
festive occasions. 
The people conn 


for miles around, he said, and thi 
family whose member is dead, Has ti 
feed.them all. THe funerals are at 
ways held in the fall, regardless o 
the "time when, the person died, be 
cause foqSi i|; always more plentifu 
then.
